Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of concealment 
of the best mode is based upon one skilled in the art could not make or use the 
invention because there is no way to make the invention since the type of processor is 
not disclosed. It appears that the processor is an integrated circuit. Applicant should 
disclose a part number, in an amendment to the specification, if that is the case to 
overcome the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed Sept. 7, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. As stated above hyperlinks are improper in the text of the specification. 
Applicant should delete the hyperlink and refer to a part number and the who makes the 
part to overcome this objection and rejection.
